UNION, Mo., July 10.—Erastus Brown, the 
would-be ravisher of Miss Anna Foerving, 
waa lynched early this morning. About 1:30 
o'clock a crowd of between forty and fifty 
rode into Union on horseback from the 
East. All were heavily armed, and accom- 
panying them was a spring wagon, which 
was driven immediately to the jail. From 
the spring wagon tools were taken, and it 
fFequired but two blows with a sledge ham- 
mer to break in the outer door of the jail 
building. This opens into a small hallway, 
which is between the jail proper and the 
front of the building. This is but a wooden 
door, and was not calculated to keep pris- 
oners in or mobs out. 


Once Inside this passage ft was but a 
moment before a dozen desperate and de- 
termined men were upstairs pounding at the 
large iron door which opens into the jail 
corridor. It required fifteen minutes 
break through this door, which was ac- 
complished by cutting and breaking the 
bar in the lock, which was three inches 
wide by three-fourths of an inch thick. An 
attempt was made to break the rock on 
which the hinges were fastened, but this 
Was given up and the bolt cut.

When once this blind door was opened, 
the lock on the inside door to the cor- 
widor and the lock to the cell door, behind 
which sat the trembling wretch, were soon 
broken. As soon as the men got to him 
his arms and feet were bound tightly.

There were two other prisoners in the jalfl 
at the time, both white men, Frank Edsel 
and Westy Stonly, who are each serving 
short jail sentences. They were both awake 
and saw most of the proceedings through 
the iron bars of their cell doors. They say 
Brown had spent most of the time praying 
since he has been in the jail, and had asked 
them to pray for him. He had spent much 
of the early part of the night before he 
was hanged in praying and in singing re- 
ligious songs. The two prisoners say that 
Brown did not utter one word from the 
time the noise first began until he left the 
jail on his fatal trip. Edsel is firm in the 
belief that the negro was just about scared 
to death before he left the jail. 

The girl whom he assaulted is recovering. 
It has developed that the fiend did not 
accomplish his purpose. This the young 
woman has always maintained, and at the 
instance of Prosecuting Attorney Charles 
E. Farrar, three reputable physicians ex- 
amined her, and found no physical evidence 
that a criminal assault had been committed. 

The jury impaneled by Coroner Miller re- 
turned the following verdict: 

Erastus Brown came to his death by be- 
ing hung by parties to us unknown, and 
that he died by strangulation.

The girl 
followed. Her father ran from the bake- 
room and after a struggle wrenched the 
knife from the frenzied woman’s hand. 

Mrs. Hermann continued to rave, and 
hurled everything she could get her hand 
on at her parents. 

She was finally calmed, and her father 
started with her to the City Dispensary. 
At Eleventh and Market streets she again 
became violent, and her wild shrieks drew 
a large crowd. 

She was taken Into the consultation room, 
and Dr. Newcomb tried to calm her, but 
she screamed the louder, and people came 
running from all the offices in the City Hall.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—The iIn- 
tense heat of the past ten days in the Cen- 
tral valleys, due here in part to the stagna- 
tion of the atmosphere, has been broken 
by the forward movement of the trough , 
of low pressure from Kansas to the lake 
regions, and by the advance of the high 
pressure area from the North Pacific coast 
to Colorado. A fall in temperature of 20 
degrees in 24 hours has been reported from 
Sioux City and Concordia. 

The area indicating the fal] in tempera- 
ture has advanced to the Sth meridian 
and covers the whole country from that 
meridian to the Rocky Mountains, except 
Northern Louisiana, extreme Northeastern 
‘Texas, Georgia and South Carolina, where 
the temperature has risen 2 degrees. 

It is probable that this cooler weather will 
reach the lower lake region this afternoon 
and the Atlantic States Sunday afternoon, 
giving cooler weather for several days.

Every place 
within 1,000 miles of St. Louls cooler. 

“How do I account for it? I don’t. ?P 
car.'t, I'm beginning to believe it's because 
I'm here. There's a conspiracy to make me 
lose my job. 

“If there were any other observer here and 
I were asked why St. Louls remained so 


‘warm while other localities were cooling off, 


I'd say it was because the excessive local 
heat prevented the clouds from gathering 
over the city and vicinity. Did you notice 
the sky yesterday afternoon? The clouds 
tried bravely to form themselves and give 
us a shower, but the air was too dry. 

“Please don’t ask me what the prospects 
are. I am almost afraid to speak about It. 
Such luck as I play in is enough to jar any 
man’s faith in himself. If I say outright it 
will get hottter and not rain before Christ- 
mas, it would be just my luck to have every- 
thing freeze up to-night and half the town 
drowned by a cloudburst. 

“Just look how everything went back on 
me yesterday when I predicted a drop. 
Kentucky had a cyclone, and out west 
they had a cold snap. It even rained in 
Kansas. Do you remember that old song?

JAPAN BENT ON TROUBLE WITH 
THE UNITED STATES. 


‘THE GOVERNMENT NOT IDLE. 


—_——-— -—— 


Probability That Before Long Gun- 
yoats of Both Nations Will 
Swarm on the Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—There ts 
Serious danger of diplomatic frict'on be- 
between the United States and Japan over 
Hawaii. Although the renly which Japan 
has made to Secretary Sherman's note con- 
cerning the intentions of this Government 
has been received, the State Department 
holds it in secrecy. It Is known, however, 
that the reply is not as amiable as had been 
hoped for. 

Tne reply of the Japanese Government ts 
of such tone, and there are such suspictous 
movements of certain Japanese warships 
that the Administration ts afraid Japan may 
be meditating some coup de force in Hono- 
lulu. It is understood that tn their reply 
the Japanese still contend that they have 
equal rights with the United States in 
Hawall, and that the attempt of the United 
States to annex the islands without con- 
sultation with Japan is a breach of good 
faith. 

One thing ts certain and this is that no 
matter which way the negotiations turn the 
administration does not propose to be 
caught napping. If the Japanese Make a 
show of force at Honolulu with or without 
an announced tntention of demanding that 
the Hawalian Government comply with the 
demands for reparation which were sub- 
mitted some time ago, this Government will 
do the same thing. 

No one need be surprised if the warships 
of the United States and of Japan frown 
On one another in Honolulu within the next 
two weeks. War is not expected by any 
member of the Washington Government fa- 
miliar with the facts, but it !s admitted 
the mobilization of naval craft at Hon- 
olulu would be sufficient to produce a haz- 
ardous situation. Already there is a good 
deal of animosity toward the United States 
on the part of the Japan naval office and 
an overt act on their part might precip!- 
tate a great deal of trouble. 

During the last ten days the navy depart- 
ment has made special prepa*étions of a 
quiet sort for mobilization of our naval 
forces on the Pacific at Honolulu, should 
the turn of diplomacy make such action 
necessary. At the present time the United 
States is not as strong in the Pacific waters 
as Japan. If the Nicaraguan canal were 
open the advantage would be on our side 
In case of trouble. 


PENSION ORDER OVERRULED. 


Agencies Not to Be Consolidated, as 
Wanted by Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—The order of 
President Cleveland, issued last February, 
r- \ucing the number of pension agencies in 
the United States from eighteen to nine will 
be revoked by President McKinley within a 
few days, probably early next week. As the 
original order was not to go Into effect un- 
til Beptember 1 next the only result of the 
revocation will be to continue in force the 
present arrangement allowing all eighteen 
of the agencies to remain in operation. 

Secretary of the Interior Bliss is now out 
of town, but he has conferred with the Pres- 
ident over the matter, as also has Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Evans, and it was some 
time ago decided that it would be unwise 
to pemit the change of system to go into 
effect, and that for the present, however 
much some new scheme might be needed, 
the plan for the best interests of the service 
was to continue the existing system. The 
p osed consolidation was to be effected by 

aying at New York the pensioners hereto- 
Fore paid at Buffalo, those at Detroit from 
Indianapolis; those at Milwaukee from Chi- 
cago; those at Des Moines and Topeka from 
St. Louis.

THE SCHOOL BOOK CONTRACT. 
The only safe and honest course for the 
Sehool Text Book Commission is to en- 
force the law. The law declaring that 
they shall award the contract for fur- 
nishing school books to the lowest bid- 
der is at once their guide and their safety. 
The power with which the law clothes 


they should exercise only for the purpose 
of. forcing the lowest possible prices. If 
the lowest bid Is above the figures which 
reason and experience have demonstrated 
to be practicable and _ profitable, they 
should refuse to make an award, and call 
for new bids. 

What the people want is the lowest 
prices. Itis misrepresenting them to say 
that they want anything else or that they 
are prejudiced against their own inter- 
est, 

Particularly Is it dangerous to discuss 
the possibility of awarding such a con- 
tract at any other than the lowest prices. 
Such conditions lead naturally to collu- 
sion. If they are to be recognized or toler- 
ated it will be the people, and not the 
Trust, which will lose through them. 

The Trust has proved, in several States, 
that it knows how to meet such emer- 
rencies.,

STRANGE POWER. 


IT'S CHEAP AND EFFECTIVE. 


Can Be Used for All Kinds of Machin- 
ery, but Its Nature Is 
Kept Secret. 


William B. Davidson of 18% Carr street, 
the man who proposes to revolutionize the 
motive power of the world by the applica- 
tion of his perpetual motion ideas, says that 
within the next two months he will make 
plain his invention to the world. 

By that time the closely guarded mode} 
will have been completed and the machine 
protected by a patent. In the meantime, 
the inventor is guarding his secret as he 
does his life. Every precaution is exer- 
cised to keep away prying eyes or inquisi- 
tive minds. The model, with its written de- 
scription, and drawings of its parts! is 
locked tn a little closet, the key being al- 


ways in the pocket of the vigilant carpenter. 
'No friend or relative, not even the wife 
has seen what Davidson has accomplished 
in his seven years of study. He has a dead- 
ly fear that some one with money will get 
“ ideas and rob him of the fruits of his 
abor. 

He is negotiating with a western concern 
for sufficient capital to build a complete 
machine to be placed upon exhibition when 

8 .nvention-is properly protected. 

“It will take several thousand dollars,” 
he said, “but when you have it once you 
have it forever.” 

The idea of applying perpetual motion to 
vehicles occurred to Davidson when he 
worked around the Olive street railway 
power-house., Economy suggested some- 
thing cheaper than the cable system, where. 
such a tremendous force is exerted from 
without, and naturally the mind took the 
other extreme and dwelt en supplying the 
power from within. , 

With this end in view Mr. Davidson has 
practically completed an application, built 
and maintained on what he terms.‘‘a push 
and a pull’’ theory, which is the familiar 
“two balls raise one” idea of school phil- 
osophy. He says he has brought this idea 
to a practical fulfilment and that a pro- 
elling force to move tons can be engendered 
yy an application of the simplest rules of 
physics,

self-propelling attachment -must be especi- 
ally constructed for the’ purpose.

Col. Johnson says Dr. Say asked him to 
withdraw the warrant as the young woman 
had been to see him and begged him not 
to draw her into the public prints.

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THE BROADWAY CABLE 


IT WANTS AN EXTENSION SOUTH 
TO CATALAN STREET. 


WILL CHANGE TO ELECTRICITY. 


Southern Electric Road Asks the Priv- 
ilege of Extending Northwest 
to the Fair Grounds. 


The Broadway cable, operated by the St. 
Louis Railroad Company, has asked the 
City Council for an extension of its Hine 
to the south and for a change from the 
cable to electricity. 

Its southern terminus is now Broadway 
and Keokuk, but it desires to run west on 
Keokyk to Nebraska avenue, one, block, 
thence south over Nebraska and Broadway 
to Eichelberger, west one block to Penn- 
sylvania and south to Catalan, thus cov- 
ering the Carondelet section. : 

Meanwhile the bill proposes that the 


Broadway shall have the right to lay tracks 
on Pennsylvania and Wichelberger, when- 
ever the avenue shall be opened, and to 
lay twin rails on that part of Broadway 
now occupied by the tracks of the South- 
ern Electric road in order to avoid con- 
troversies about the use of tracks, 

General Manager McCulloch promises, in 
the event of the passage of this bill, to 
begin work on the extension within six 
months. 

But the Southern Electric road may op- 

ose the laying of tracks along its line on 
sroadway. 

General Manager Minary said Saturday 
morning: “‘This is the first I have read of 
it. Of course I cannot say what we shall 
do until the situation is learned. Our road 
has not been consulted, so far as I know, 
and this movement on the part of the Broad- 
way cable will put that line directly into our 
terr'tory.”’ 

The northern terminus of the Broadway 
cable is now Gano avenue, with an electric 
extension north beyond the beginning of 
Ha’l’s Ferry road to 8301 Broadway. 

Rut while the Chicago capitalists are ex- 
tending to the south, the Southern Electric 
appears before the Council with a bill to ex- 
tend that line from the present terminus at 
Seventh and Howard streets northwest to 
the Fair Grounds. An amendment is pro- 
posed to the pending bill requiring the road 
to pay into the city treasury annually 3 
per cent of their gross earnings, unless the 
amount falls below $16,000, in which event a 
certain sum in full must be paid. Th's 
measure has heen reported back from the 
Counci] Committee without recommenda- 
tion, so far as Mr.. Brinkmeyer is concerned, 
put it carried the favorable report of a ma- 
orityv. 

The bill proposing a loop for the Suburban 
road was reported Friday eventing, with an 
amendement chang'ng the route from Third 
to Fourth street, which would include Sixth 
street to Elm, to Fourth, to Locust and 
westward. 

It is said tn finaneial circles that the pro- 
posed extensions north and south are made 
with a view of heading off the clamor for 
increased street car facilities tn the north.

“In my opinion, death alone can release 


the noted prisoners. Time can never within 
a century efface the memory of the North- 
field raid. Personally, I am heartily in 
favor of liberating the Youngers. Their 
crime was serious, yet I believe conditions 
prevailing at that time should be taker 
into consideration. 

‘““The civil war ruined the Youn@@@™ That 
should not excuse them entirely, still, it 
should have its influence. 

“The war is over and I think the pardon 
of the Youngers would be a long stride in 
the direction of cementing the united North 
and South. Twenty-one years in prison is 
a long while and were the Youngers to be 
released there is not the slightest danger 
that they would ever return to. outlawry. 
They have certainly had enough of it. I 
visit the penitentiary very frequently when 
Iam at home. 

“I know the Youngers. They might have 
been bright, shrewd business men had they 
not become entangled in guerrilla warfare, 
which led to outlawry. Cole ts a writ®r of 
no mean ability. He contributes largely to 
the edit'ng of the Mirror, a paper published 
in the prison by the convicts. He is also 
well versed in theology. The people of. Still- 
water, who know the Youngers well, have 
outgrown the prejudice, but at Northfield, 
where the slaughter and attempted bank 
robbery occurred, there !s an utter absence 
of forgiving spirit. I am informed that 
every member of the Board of Pardons ex- 
cept one ig willing that the pardon be 
granted.

Dr. Richmond Cornwall was arraigned in 
the Court of Criminal Correction Saturday 
morning with a batch of elght other pris- 
oners, five of whom were negroes. The frat- 
ricide was dressed in the same suit he wore 
at the inquest. 

He was brought up to the 
cage, shackled to another white prisoner, a 
few moments before court opened. When 
he was arraigned before the bar, a delay of 


a few minutes occurred until his attorney, | 


Judge Harvey, could be notified of his pres- 
ence. 

During the few moments’ wait, Cornwall 
leaned against the rail and surveyed the oc- 
cupants of the court-room calmly and leis- 
urely. Then he down in a chair and 
chatted with an attorney whom he knew. 
Judge Harvey came in at this juncture, and 
gaid his client would plead not guilty to the 
charge of murder in the first degree. Clerk 
Zepp asked him when he desired to have a 
preliminary hearing for his client, and after

CHINESE CEMETERY. 


Valuable Property Has Been Bought 
Near Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 10.—Arrange- 
ments have been completed for a national 
burying ground for the Chinese. For some 
time past the Celestials in their country 
have had agents in several of the big cities 
searching for a suitable place where they 
could lay at rest the bodies of their country- 
men with the religious observances 
practiced in the Chinese Empire. 


On April 6 they were forbidden to observe 


the customary services over the graves of 
their departed relatives and friends. A 
meeting of the leading Chinamen of New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago and 


other cities was called and the organization 
took the title of the National Chinese 
Syndicate, and has representatives in every 
large city in the United States. It is said 
to control $60,000,000. Lee Toy, the Mayor 
of Chinatown in this city, was selected to 
take charge of the matter, and it was de- 
cided to select a site in the vicinity of 
Philadelphia. Legal advice was at once 
taken, ana the question of the purchase of 
a suitable site for the purpose intended was 
left to a local real estate dealer. An ob- 
stacle presented itself in the shape of legal 
complications, which prevented the syndi- 
cate purchasin ground other than that 
grantee by fliam Penn and comi 
irectly from the original owners withou 
any restrictions in the title. A tract of land 
at Wynnewood, about six miles from 
Philadelphia, was selected, and the syndi- 
cate purchased it for $46,000. The purchase 
was not made until they were assured of 
immunity from molestation and full protec- 
tion of the local authorities. The com- 
mittee, headed by Lee Toy, has just visit 
the place.

WHEELERS TO GET AN APPRO- 
PRIATION OF $5,100. 


WILL BE SPENT IN FORK&ST PARK 


The Proposed Paths to Be Constructed 
for the Use of Both Riders 


and Pedestrians. 


The 12,000 bicyclists who have paid the $1 
tax required by the city are comparatively 
happy. 

They are now aesured the general appro- 
Ppriation bill that will be reported to the 
Municipal Assembly next Tuesday night 
will contain an item appropriating $5,100 for 
the construction of bicycle paths in For- 
est Park. 

In previous years, when the wheelers made 
efforts to secure such an appropriation they 
were confronted by the argument that they 
paid no special revenue and were not, there- 
fore, entitled to special consideration by the 


Municipal Assembly. 

Then the leading bicycle riders got togeth- 
er and agreed to have introduced a bill tax- 
ing all wheels. The measure became a city 
ordinance and the authorities have rece'ved 
$12,000 from that source. 

When the taxes were all paid, the riders 
undertook to have introduced a separate 
bill to provide paths for their use tn Forest 
Park. They soon learned, as some of them 
assert, the Municipal Assembly ‘‘push”’ 
would hardly entertain a propos'tion of that 
kind without a new office attached. So the 
scheme was apparently abandoned. 

But the leaders proceeded by a circuitous 
route to get the ~ 6 Nghe of $5,100 into 
the general bill, which is now in the hands 
of the printers. 

“I donot know,” said Attorney Henry T. 
Kent, when apporached on the Os mol § by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘whether the 
item for the bicycle paths at Forest Park 
is really in the bill, but I hope it ts. The 
paras proposed are not only for wheelers, 
ut for pedestrians as well. The proposi- 
tion is to so construct the paths as to fur- 
nish easy walking and easy riding. We 
have asked for this before, and no that 
we have paid the special tax, it would seem 
the Munic'pal Assembly ought to appro- 
priate at least one-half the money to so 
worthy a cause, especially when the de- 
mand is so strong and of such universal 
origin."’

LUMBER DEALERS PROTEST... 


Against ‘“‘Deal Ends”’ Being Placed on 
the Free List. 


CHICAGO, July 10.—At a meeting of the 
wholesale dealers of lumber the matter of 


pe ‘ing “deal ends’’ on the free Hst was 
ro ght up for discussion and a resolu 
tion has been adopted portesting against 
exempting any lumber product from the 
duty. Ordinarily it was said the word 
“Deal” is understood tv apply to lumber 
2% inches and thicker, not less than 8 feet 
long and 7 inches and up wide. The term 
“deal” is used in a very broad sense, how- 
ever, and is often applied to boards of any 
thickness. 

‘Deal ends’’ are understood 
trimmed from the ends + 
used largely for match 
They can, however, be 8 feet long and. con- 
struing the term liberaliy, the lumbermen 
say that the term may be applied to any 
kind of lumber if less than 8 feet long. 

They expressed themselves as regarding 
the adoption of the amendment by the Sen- 
ate Committee as @ movement on the part 
of those interested in the lumber business 
in Canada to secure the eniry of a large 
ears of their product to this country free of 
duty. 

A resolution was also adopted favoring a 
$1 duty on rough white pine and Norway 
lumber and $2.60 a thousand on dressed or 
milled lumber.

Patrolman Dunbar Fires Four Shots at 
Him and Inflicts Bad 
Wounds. 


ASSISTED BY TWO MEN IN A

PURSUIT. 


No One Knows Who He Is, but He 
Stole Miss Best’s 
Watch, 


The thief who tore the gold watch and 
chain of Miss Jennie Best from its fasten- 
ings on her shirtwaist just as she boarded 
a Suburban car at Sarah street about 8&8 
p. m. Friday proved to be a bold and des- 
perate one, who was ready to risk his life 
for his liberty. 

Miss Best lives at 4332 Hunt avenue and 
the car she boarded for home wags so 
crowded she had only standing room on the 
platform. Just as she boarded the car a 
buggy with three men in it, halted almost 
alongside, and one of the men sprang to 
the street and jumped on the car as it 
moved away. Passengers were wedged on 
tne platform and the young man from the 
bugey, with evident purpose, crowded close 
up to Miss Best, 

The car bounded along for perhaps fifty 
yards when M.ss Best screamed, “he’s got 
my watch,” and grabbed at the young man, 
The next instant two men seized him as he 
Struggied to jump from the car. Another 
male passenger jerked Miss Best's watch 
out of the thief’s hand and turned it over 
to her. 

The two men held on to the thief, the car 
was stopped, and pulling him to the streef 
they turned him over to Private Watchman 
Caird, who took him to a nearby patrol] box 
and called for the Sixth Dis rict wagon, 

While the watchman and his prisoner 
were walting for the wagon a large crowd 
gathered around them, and learning the 
nature of the prisoner's crime, some of 
them vowed that he ought to be strung up 
to a lamp-post. . 

The erisoner. a beardless young fellow, 
well dressed, listened stolidly, and when 
asked his name by the watchman, sullenly 
repiied: “‘None of your business.’

‘He was a 0nice-look'!t young fellow,” 
said Dunbar, ‘‘well dressed, and is evidently 
a desperate th.ef.”

It was soon after 5 o'clock when persons 
living in that neighborhood were attracted 
by shrieks. Some ran in by the Pine street 
entrance; others through the alley. 

The first to arrive saw the-woman lying 
on the ironing board, the waist of her dress

side. 

The brute had fled. Some Seventh Dis- 
trict policemen arrived ten minutes after 
the assault had been committed, and they 
diligently searched all the back yards, but 
couldn't find Sam.

WILL BE AN INSTRUCTOR. 


ACCEPTS A POSITION IN M’GILL 
COLLEGE’S FACULTY. 


Expresses Regret at Leaving St. Louis, 
Which Is Heartily Shared by 
His Congregation. 


Rev. Dr. J. Henry George has definitely 
determined to sever his connection with the 
First Congregational Church. 

Some weeks ago he received an offer to 
become Professor of Theology in the Mec- 
Gill University at Montreal. He took the 
matter under advisement, and a few days 
ago notified the authorities of his church 
here that he had concluded to accept the of- 
fer, and that he would ask to have his 
resignation accepted about September 1. 

“T have taken this step,”’ the Doctor said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘with the deep- 
est regret at parting from my congregation, 
and the people of St. Louis whom I love, 
but the offer is a tempting one, especially 
to me, a Canadian. 
of the theological department of the Uni- 
versity in ‘Montreal; the work will be con- 
genial, and I think I can be of more service 
as an instructor of yOung men who aspire 
to the pulpit than ae the pastor of a con- 
gregation, even so important a one as mine, 

“I will remain with my church here until 
the end of July, and at the expiration of 
my vacation in August will formally resign 
the pastorate.”’ 

Dr. George’s household effects will be 
boxed next week and shipped to Montreal 
to be installed in a new home. 

Nothing is yet known as to who I!s likely 
to be called as Dr. George’s successor. One 
of the trustees said on Saturday that the 
congregation would be in no great hurry. 


Several names have been canvassed, but so 
far no meeting has been called to consider 
the question nor will there be for several 
montns. 

One and all the officers of the church ex- 
press deep regret at the departure of Dr. 
George, and al! admit that it will not be 
an easy task to wholly fill his place.
